FREEDOM PROMISED 


But the Allies didn’t think of Aus 
tria as their enemy. In 1943 thei 
leaders had promised that Austria 
would become free when World 
War II ended. As a first step, in 1945 
they let the Austrians set up thei 
own government. The Allies kept the 
power to overrule any laws the Aus 
trian government passed but did 
not often use this power 

The US Britain, and France 
wanted to bring their soldiers home 
from Austria as soon as they could 
But it wasn't easy to get the Russians 
out. They had seized a rich oil field 
and many factories in their zone 
They didn't want to give up thei: 
loot. 

Over and over again, for nearly 
nine years, the three Western Allies 
met with the Russians to talk about 
Austria.
